An Official dispatch from Gen. Foster to 
General Grant, dated Thursday, 22 
inst., at 7 p. m., states that the city of Savan- 
neh was occupied by Gen. Sherman on the 
morning of the 2ist, and that on the preced- 
ing p. m. and night Hardee escape with the 
main body of his infantry and light artillery, 
blowing wp the tron-clads and the navy 
yard. 

He enumerates a6 captured 800 prisoners, 
150 guns, 12 locomotives, in good order, 190 
cars, a large lot of ammanition and materials 
of war, 3 steamers, and 35,000 bales of cotton.

The rebel iron-clads were blown up, and 
the navy yard was burned. All the best of 
the city is Intact, gnd contains 2,000 citizens 
who are quiet and well disposed. 

The captures include prisoners, 150 
guns, 13 locomotives in good order, 190 cars, 
a large supply of ammunition and materials 
of yar, 3 steamers and 33,000 bales of cotton 
safely stored in warehouses.
